Foucanlt was repeated at the Pan- 
Pantheon in Paris the other day un- 
der the auspices of the Astronomical 
society of France. 


Foucs.ult made his original experi- 


ments 'in 1851, but they were inter- 
rupted by a coup d'etat before all the 
conclusions which appealred possible 
were arrived at. 
The swinging 
of 


Foncault's pendulum, as it is now 
calleid, forms the most majestic and 
direct experimental proof 
of 
the 


eai-th's rotation on its axis. 
The 


psndulum, swung- from the domte of 
the Pantheon, consists of a fine uteel 
wire 224 feet long-, fiy.ed at. the up- 
per end, and sustaining- at its lower

The plane of swing- really remains 
immovable and, in truth, it is the 
earth that rotates

of the earth itself is rendered per- 
ceptible to the eyes of all. 
If 
we 


imagine a Foucault's 
pendulum 


swung at the north pole so that the 
point of suspension should be, as it 
were, a prolongation of the earth's 
axis, an observer will be transported 
from "west to east, but being' uncon- 
scious of his own motion, the plane 
of oscillation will appear to make one 
revolution in twenty-four hours. 
At 


the south pole similar phenomena 
will be exhibited, only the plane of 
oscillation will appear to deviate in 
the opposite -way; 011 the equator the 
plane of oscillation appears immov- 
able. 
In 
intermediate 
latitudes, 


such as Paris and London, the plane 
changes 
at 
an intermediate rate, 


varying; as a trigonometrical func- 
tion of the latitude. 


Experiment completely verifies this 


.reasoning', the apparent alteration of 
the plane of swing- in Paris being a 
little more than 
11 degrees 
per 


hour. 


There is no doubt that the reinstall- 


ing1 of this magnificent experiment 
will be of great advantage scientific- 
ally, as well ns for public instruction, 
and in aiding us to conceive of the

This warning was delivered to tSie 


delegates to the -American Federa- 
tion 'of Labor at the opening session 
of the convention yesterday after- 
noon by President Samuel Gcmpers 
in 'his annual address. He was speak- 
in-g -of the way the -affiliated unions 
quarreled witfli each other as to their 
jurisdiction -over related trades. 


"The contest will 'be worse,'' he 


said, "than it was even when work- 
men of different tra'des were arrayed 
ag^.i-.ijt each- -other 'behind barricades 
in the streets over the question of 
trade against trade, when they mu- 
tually regarded e-ac'h other with ha- 
tred -and treated eadli -other as mortal 
enemies." 


NO FEAR OF OUTSIDE FOES. 
Then lie -added in emphasis of this 


point: 
"No combination of labor's 


enemies need cause us the apprehen- 
sion which this fratricidal strife does 
in the claims m&de -by the unions for 
the extension of their trade jurisdic- 
tion." 


He made this appeal to his -hearers: 


"Is the great cause of labor to drift 
into such -a dreadful 'and miserable 
strife? And all the sacrifices :-iade 
to be ruthlessly thrust into the gut- 
ter, '.is the germ to fructify -and de- 
stroy the vigor, the very life of our 
cause? Is organized labor, the only 
check to rapacious greed and tyran- 
ny, the only hope of labor for pro- 
tection n-ow or liberty for the future, 
to be engulfed in a tidal wave of ex- 
pansion madness?" 


He was listened to while Bic spoke 


witli 
almost 
painful silence, but 


wiheii his denunciation of the trouble- 
niaking unions was finished, and his 
appeal for action to thwart their sel- 
fish efforts in the interest of -labor 
generally, -he was -awarded rive -nln- 
ntes of tumultuous applause, which 
showed Knot the federation as a whole 
was fitronp;ly on ihls side, 


"WARNS OF CHIEF PERIL. 


In developing the 
facts 
at !5ie 


basis of his warning- he said: 


"Beyond doubt the greatest prob- 


lem, the danger which cbove all oth- 
ers most threatens not only the suc- 
cess but the very existence of the 
American Federation of Labor, is the 
question of jurisdiction. I may truly 
record the fact that never for one 
moment since the foundation of our 
federation have I entertained a doubt 
or misgiving ias to the growth, suc- 
cess and permanency of the American 
Federation of Labor, and I would 
not now be apprehensive of its fu- 
ture were it not forced upon my cle- 
liuti.Ue judgment. 


"There is scarcely an affiliated or- 


gvuiization which is not engaged in 
n dispute with another organization 
(and in some c.ises wit-h several or-- 
-p-aiiizations) upon tho question of 
jurisdiction. It is not an uncommon 
occurrence for a-n organization—and 
several have done so quite recently— 
to so change their laws and claims 
to jurisdiction as to cover 
trades 


never contemplated by the organiza- 
tion's officers 
or members; 
never 


comprehended by their title; trades 
of which there is 'already in exist- 
ence a national union. 
And 
this 


without a word of advice, counsel or 
warning-. 


MUST RESPECT RIGHTS. 


"Of course, it is evident that in 


some instances there are two or more 
organizations which should and could 
with advantage be consolidated or 
amalgamated into one. and efforts by 
such organizations should certainly 
be made, assisted or initiated by the 
American Federation of Labor, .but I 
submit that it is untenable and in- 
tolerable for an organization to at- 
tempt to ride rough-Shod over r.n'd 
trample under foot the rights an-1 
jurisdiction of a trade the jurisdic- 
tion of which is already covered by 
an existing organization." 


President Gompers called especinl 


attention to the hard-ships inflicted 
oil friendly employers from time to 
time iby such disputes, and (hardly 
any of his hearers but had in .mind 
instances 
of 
serious 
strikes 
so 


brought about. Mr. Gompers said: 


"This contention 
for jurisdiction 


has grown 'into such proportions and 
is fought with such intensity as to 
arouse the most bitter feuds 
and 


trade wars. In many instances em- 
ployers fairly inclined 
toward or- 


ganized labor h-ive been made inno- 
cently to suffer irom causes entirely 
beyond their control, and other em- 
ploytrs again have taken advantage 
of the first inception of the-fancy or 
notion for 'expansion' of trade juris- 
dicUcn, fanned it into a flame, 'ami 
taking advantage of the excitement 
and hatred of and war against Bart 
other, refused to recognize either or- 
ganization, rpr^tp-ndhvyf to Halm it n 
war among labor organization* with 


which they do not wir-h to interfere. 


ENEMIES TO THEMSELVES. 
"On the surface 
the employers' 


claim appears tenable, but in 
their

ONCE MORE. 


IS DUE 


KorthMStern Heavens Are Scheduled 


f or a Qwgeous Show in Early 


JfornJng Hours.

The Leonid meteors are due to ap 


pe*r tonight, and Fort Wayne citi- 


vtfio are willing to 'devote some 


of the hours closely following mid- 
night tonight to keeping talb on 
heavens will in all probability be 
rewarded "by a glimpse of an un- 
usually brilliant meteoric display. 


For the past three or four years 


the astronomers have been expect- 
ing the return of the Leonid meteors, 
.•but have been repeatedly disappoint- 
ed. However, there is a probability 
.that there will be a display this 
yiar. .Su'cJh an uncertainty as -Mils, 
in regard to the time 'an. event is to 
take place, is so unusual in the sc'- 
enee of astronomy tttat an explana- 
tion of the nature of 'a meteor swarm 
ffljay be of interest to tQie public. 


It hlas long been known that there 


iai. an intimate 'connection between 
comets and swarms of meteors. 
A 


ffi&ss of: gas miay be ejected from one 
or other .of the fixed stars, by some 
force akin to a volcanic eruption. 
and Churleld into space with velocity 
sufficient to expel it so far frcm the 
surface of the star that its power of 
attraction is insufficient to recover 
the ibody Of gas, and thereafter It 
•will ..pursue travels 
of its own 


through space. Explosions 
almost 


that violent have iatetually been wit- 
nessed upon the sun, land it is tiie 
*t«x •with which 
we 'are most fa- 


miliar. 


If -a body of gas, thus introduced 


into our inter-stell'air space, should 
journey near enough to the solar sys- 
t«n to begin to feel the sun's attrac- 
tion, is otaiost certain to be drawn 
towtartf, it and go rusflimg through 
the system in the curve of a projec- 
tile, technically known as a parabola. 
TJhe chances »'•* hardly one in sev- 
ewd millions that it should be aimed 
exactly at the sun, consequently it 
•would pass to one side of that •bo'dy. 
and off again into space beyond. A 
comet is sudh a body of gas. 
. Now, if the visitor should be pur- 
tuing a path tihat brings it near oiii* 
of the larger planets of the solar sys- 
tem, the velocity with

much elongmed, very sum, and tne 
SUn fax down at the end of tlie oval.

• It will now be evident that in the 
course of centuries, all the periodic 
comets 
will repeatedly pass near 


planets. 
As comets are not solid 


bodies, but consist mainly of minute 
solid particles widely separated, nnc 
each surrounded by enveloping gvis, 
their bulk is enormous, while theii 
-density is very small. Indeed we 
•would probably suffer tout little if 
any damage, if mother earth and a 
large sized comet 
were to plunge 


head-on, into collision. A body con- 
structed in the manner just described, 
f*n ihaa?dly have much coherence of 
its parts, but will easily pull apart. 
Seme comets are hundreds of times 
as large as the sun, but probably do 
not have in. their constitution ma- 
terial, if compressed sufficient to be 
like earth or rock, to make a planet 
more than ten or fifteen miles in di- 
ameter. 


Prom the facts that have been pre- 


sented the reader will see that the 
disturbing power of the planets will 
sooner or later tear n periodic comet 


About the middle of the present 
month. 


The old comet, whose partial disin- 


tegration produced the Leonid me- 
teors, was doubtless captured «xs it 
came into the solar system from in- 
terstellar space. This probably took 
pla.ce in the year A. D. 126, as it 
that year passed1 quite near the 
planet Uranus, when its former path, 
of the shape of 
(a parabola, was 


ffihaaged 'by the influence of this 
planet into an ellipse. The period 
required for the comet to complete 
its circuit was about thirty-three 
years. In traversing this orbit the 
comet has 
repeatedly crossed the 


track of the large planets Jupiter and 
Saturn. By their influence its -mo- 
tion has been disturbed and the body 
itself so torn asunder that there is 
but little remaining to -bear the sem- 
blance of a comet; but about one- 
tenth of the orbit is thickly strewn 
with meteoric matter. 


The earth crosses the path of this 


old comet about Nov. 14 of each year; 
and •when the meteors are 
in. that 


jortiou of the orbit we have a meteor- 
c shower. This occurs about every 
:hirty-three years, 
though, as has 


been 
explained, the attraction, of 


'upiter or Saturn may change 
the 


ieriod materially. This has hap- 
pened several times. T'lie swarm is 
;ow spread out along the orbit so far 
hat it requires about three years for 
ill of it to pass a given point. Last 
year we en-countered the straggling 
vanguard of the stream and meteors 
•ere numerous the early morning of 
Tov. 15. 
Of course, it is possible 


li-at the large planets named 
may 


ave affected the swarm by capture 
r otherwise, so that the display will 
e meager; 
but astronomers quite 


anticipate 'brilliant pyro- 


technics tonight, especially along to- 
wards the early dawn of tomorrow. 


The stream is called Leonid because 


the meteors seem to -come from the 
direction -of the 
constellation Leo. 


The exoict portion of ,the sky to be 
watched by the observes is marked 
by stars which quite clearly outline 
a sickle. 
This constellation 
rises 


some distance north of the east point 
on the horizon, about 1 'o'clock in the 
morning, 011 the date when the dis- 
play is expected. It will be useless 
to look for Leonid meteors 
before 


midnight, but after that the display 
is likely to -be increasingly beautiful 
as early dawn approaches. The writ- 
er believes it would amply compen- 
sate every one interested in the phe- 
r.oni?r.a in the sky to spend all the 
latter part of the night designated in 
watching the northeastern, regions of 
tlie blue dome.
